Sierra Madre as a home of Art 
wa.s again awarded high honor 
this week when Dean Arnold 
Bode— long since breveted Sierra 
Madre’s 'irst citizen— was offi¬ 
cially notified that a tune of his 
composition had been cho-en for 
the revised hymnal of the Epis¬ 
copal Church. 

As even laymen might surmise, 
revision of such an established 
element of worship as the hym¬ 
nal is a rare and august event 
In the history of any ancient 
church. In the present instance 
the proposed revision has been 
the subject of study amd consul- 
tatioh for years. It was finally 
agreed that a dozen new tunes 
were required. The word was then 
broadcast and writers of sacred 
music everywhere were Invited to 
send in .'■•uch music as they j 
deemed suitable. j 

Incidentally, It had been de¬ 
cided that, in order to avoid any 
semblance of unfairness, the of¬ 
ferings were to be anonymou.s, 
identifiable only by numbers until 
the twelve were finally selected. 
The response was overwhe'mnig. 
Even after all the obviously un¬ 
acceptable compositions had been 
P'iminated there .still remain-ed a 
ihou''’and tunes of good quality 
from which the final choice 
would have to be made. 

The judges were a distinguished 
ocmmlttee of church musicians 
from all sections of the United 
States. It is this committee that 
has just made its final report.

In that short, sharp statement. 
Dr. Mead lifted the curtain on 
the most dangerous state of mind 
existing here today. Dangerous 
because it is so prevalent. Dan¬ 
gerous because it prevails on 
every hand, in every community, 
cleaving class from class and in¬ 
viting subversivlsts to come in 
and do their worst. 

In the neighborhood sewing 
club and in the big labor union; 
in businessmen’s organizations 
and in the great body of Am¬ 
erican voters, too many are too 
apathetic to make sure their 
chiefs represent the views ahd 
work for the objectives of the 
majority, and no others. To many, 
thinking is a gross waste of time. 
If things go awry, they can al¬ 
ways bring a recall action, start 
a whispering campaign or throw 
up a picket line. Direct action, 
that’s the stuff! Other misdirec¬ 
ted legions just rock along com¬ 
fortably toward their graves, let¬ 
ting the other fellow handle the 
course, confident “they" will take 
care of everything. 

Among the great body of peo¬ 
ple who consider themselves the 
I highest type of patriot— people 
I who sing the Star, Spangled Ban¬ 
ner lustily and mean it, who will 
fight to preserve democracy if it 
cornea to it—too many have for¬ 
gotten that a good American, liv¬ 
ing in a democracy, must unre¬ 
mittingly work at it. 

Orator or not. Dr. Margaret 
Mead has delivered one of the 
sanest bits of eloquence heard In 
a long time, worth repetition from 
every rostrum and pulpit In the 
land. 


•Three years ago this week, an 
old man with a black umbrella] 
•tapped from a plane at Lon-. 
dons’ Croydon airport. Waving a 
paper, he said: “It means peace 
In our time!” Chamberlain had 
come back from Munich! 

Today Chamberlain is dea41 
and a million others have died 
with him. Men have died in the 
sloshing mud of a Russian Fall. 
Men have died In the waves of 
the Atlantic. Men have died 
the air, plunging, dropping, fall¬ 
ing, their bodies twisted by ihe 
agony of a dive into the un¬ 
known. 

The mark of death is on the 
world, the mark of Munich. In 
the three years since that day, 
death has checked off the old 
man from Birmingham and the 
sons and daughters of a million 
other old men of London and 
Kiev. 

This is the tragedy he worked 
to avert. This is the dark mantle 
be sought to turn back with his 
umbrella and his pen. This is the 
disaster he read In the signs by 
the side of the road. 

And who can say whether he 
was right or wrong? Did Munich 
mean fewer deaths or more? Did 
Munich mean a greater dtsaster 
or less? Did Munich mean time 
for Eingland to arm, or time for 
Germany to become invincible? 
Was Munich a reprive or a death 
sentence? 

•The full answer to those ques¬ 
tions is a theme for history, but 
at least this much Is clear of its 
meaning. Force knows no equal 
but force! The pen of appease¬ 
ment ts no match for the fist of 
war! 

In this year of war, three 
candles light the birthday cake 
of appeasement. A million crosses 
mark the fields of the old world. 
They are the marks of Munich!
